DRAMATIC FIELD 



Thirty Members of the Staff 
to Take Part 



Tomorrow afternoon at five, o'clock 
His Excellency the Righ Honourable 
Lord Byng" of Vimy. G. C. B., 
G.C.M.G., M.V.O.. Governor-General 
of Canada and Visitor of McGill Urii- 
rsity._will address the student body in 
the Convocation Hall of the R.V.C. For 
this occasion His Excellency has a mes- 
sage which will he of special interest 
nid of vital concern to the undergradu- 
ates and coming as it- docs from oiir 
Governor-General, it will carry a grsat 
deal of weight. 

Few speakers are. as welcomed to Mc- 
Gill as Baron Byng. Former "Byng 
Boys" ar elooking forward with a great 
enthusiasm to hearing their former Com- 
mander and those students \\1io have just 
returned from the Conference in Toronto, 
at which His Excellency gave the Open- 
ing address, arc very anxious to hear 
from him again, while the rest of the 
students rare eager to hear their Gov 
crnor-Gcneral. 

This year the McGill Canadian Club 
have had six men, all of them dis- 
tinguished in their positions in public, life, 
speak under its auspices but the executive 
consider that they arc cxtremey fortu- 
nate in having Lord Byng address the 
student body. His Excelcncy is a force- 
ful speaker. Living a soldier's life and 
rising quickly as a leader of men, has 
made him a man whose views on definite 
subjects and critical issues arc always 
listened to carefully. All his addresses 
are frank and candid which make him 
a sneaker who is always interesting and 
enlightening. 

Lord Byng has had an illustrious and 
meteoric career since joining the Royal 
Hussars in 1883. During the Soudan 
Expedition and the South African War 
the present Lord Byng served with great 
distinction and rose to the ran kof colonel 
besides being mentioned in despatches and 
gaining several decorations; During 
the last War his record is now well 
known and the title he received of "Lord 
Byng of Vimy" bears witness to his great 
victory at Vimy Ridge in April, 1917. 



After a strenuous holiday tour through 
the States, in which they participated in 
no less than six contests on the ice, the 
McGill hockey players over the week-end 
availed themselves of the opportunity of 
gaining a much needed rest. The men 
were worked to the limit o-i the Christ- 
mas trip and with only two nays re- 
maining before the opening of thà in- 
tercolegiate. series Coach Shaughrttfcsy 
is taking no chances of having the team 
go stale. The entire squad, with the 
single exception of Lynch shows no i 
effects of ttvs execursion. In fact, the 
strenuous work-out is just what was 
needed to round the team into condition, 
and at present the players individually 
are in close to tip-top shape. Jack 
Lynch is still out of the game as the 
result of an injury incurred in the initial 
contest with Bosto College. In that 
game the diminutive fonvard received a 
nasty cut on the bead from a skate, it 
necessitating four stitches to close the 
wound. Lynch's absence from the line- 
up will lie keenly felt on Wednesday as 
McGill is much in need of a competent 
left wing. 

No new material of the greatest value 
has been unearthed on the recent trip, 
although Morriss in goals has been play- 
ing a consistent game and defending I be 
nets in championship style. Dcinpscy 
and McGerriglc have been playing their 
usual good game although up to the pres- 
ent they have not displayed anything ex- 
ceptionally brilliant. hi the later games 
they have, however, shown a marked su- 
periority over their earlier form, and 
still further consistent improvement may 
be looked for as the season progresses. 
Flanagan is strong. The only sure shot, 
and one of the spjediest men in inter- 
collegiate. hockey, the big Red and While 
forward is ooked upon as the man to Iind 
the U. of M. nets on Wcnesday night. 
The problem which is presenting the 
most persistent front to Shaw is that of 
filling the post at left wing. Lynch's 
injury is very unfortunate and some dif- 
ficulty is being found in providing an 
adequate for the mdget forward. Bobby 
Bell, the flashy Freshman from West- 
mount High, will probably start in the 
forward position. The. team feels ham- 
pered by a lack of adequate substitutes, 
and with the exception of that of Flana- 
gan, the shooting of the team is not be- 
yond reproach. 

According to reports U. of M . arc in 
fine shape and have been coming along 
in fine style. Desbiens and the La 
Marrc brothers arc at the top of their 
form, and everything points to a tough 
and close battle, when McGill clashes 
for the first time with the ncw-comcrs 
to the lntcrcollcgia-le League.

Rev. Dr. Oliver Speaks on 
Western Conditions 



Before a large congregation in Erskine 
Church yesterday morning, which includ- 
ed many McGill students, Rev. E. H. 
Oliver, M.A.. Ph.d., Principal of the 
Saskatchewan Presbyterian College, 
clearly and eloquently described religious 
conditions in the West. Principal Oli- 
ver is the guest of Mr. Win. M. Bttks, 
a Governor of McGill University, while 
in the city. He is a. graduate of the 
University of Toronto, and received the 
degree of Ph.D. at Columbia. One 
of the leading chaplains overseas, he was 
Principal of the "Khaki University." 

Dr. Oliver has spent fourteen years 
in the West, has just completed a spe- 
cial report for the Saskatchewan Gov- 
ernment on the educational conditions 
sourrounding the foreign settlers in that 
province, and knows the West thorough- 
ly. In Montreal he took the oppor- 
tunity pf renewing his many overseas 
friendships, being deservedly popular 
with all denominations. 

Principal Oliver is an out and out 
Church Unionist and in his address men- 
tioned many points where the people tired 
of waiting for official action from the 
slow moving crclcsiaslical bodies had 
gone ahead and in the interests of 
economy broadmindedness and Christian-

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A COURSE IN CONTEMPORARY CULTURE. 

To many observers of the current trend of art, and more par- 
ticularly of literature, it may scent that \vc arc to-day at the begin- 
ning of a period of renascence that will have a lasting and not in- 
significant place in the history of letters. The revival of interest in 
poerty which has made itself manifest in England and the United 
States during the last decade 'lias resulted in the production of a 
large mass of excellent work, and the establishment of reforms in 
technique and in usage governing the choice of subject matter as 
radical and far-reaching as those initiated by Wordsworth and his 
contemporaries at the beginning of an earlier great epoch. The 
novel, too, in the contemporary world is presenting an original and 
vital contribution to art. In spite of the misrepresentation of con- 
servatism which levels its criticisms at the mediocre work of the time 
as if this were our sole production, and ignores the fiction of real 
genius that is to-day fulfilling to the highest degree the function of 
art as a criticism of life, the opinion is held by many that work is 
•being produced by men of letters to-day that is worthy of the at- 
tention of the student. Although the ultimate worth of contempor- 
ary art is a question upon which posterity alone can judge, it seems 
that it has a value and cultural significance that is unique. 

In recognition of these considerations some few colleges have 
inaugurated a course in present day literature, while some others 
have incorporated in their curricula a more extensive and perhaps 
more valuable course on contemporary civilization. Such a course 
or courses might with advantage be introduced in more universities. 
,The field covered could be mack as extensive or as specialized as 
time and the needs of the student might call for, while a course re- 
stricted to the field of literature would of necessity 'be selective, and 
.would allow for wide discrimination in the choice of works consid- 
ered. In the study of a literary epoch of the past it is necessary 
from the historical standpoint to consider minor and even mediocre 
authors, but in the study of contemporary work intrinsic worth would 
be the only standard. Many would derive more pleasure and benc- 
'fit from, say, "The Everlasting Mercy," than from "The Sofa," or 
find a knowledge of the work of Shaw, Barrie, and Galsworthy of 
greater value than that of the minor Elizabethans or the playwrights 
of the Restoration. 

Such a course, we must recognize, cannot be allowed to take 
the place of the study of the older classics whose truth and beauty 
have consecrated them for all time, but as a final, and very necessary 
rounding off of the knowledge of the past we feel that there "is need 
of some study of the line new things of our own day, in which we 
students must be vitally interested, not only in the critical and 
appreciative sense, but also perhaps from the creative viewpoint.

LOWDEN URGES U.S. 
TO ASSIST EUROPE 



Former Illinois Governor 
Addresses Students 



That "the moral influence of the 
. United States in Europe was never 
so high as it is now and thai this 
country should recognize this fact 
and take greater action in European 
affairs is the opinion of Frank O. 
Lowden, former governor of Illinois, 
who spoke before an audience of 800 
In the first of a scries of all-university 
convocations directed by the Wiscon- 
sin Union. 

' "Europeans look to the American 
nation as the only nation in the world 
which is not covetous of territory, 
which is not seeking trade advantages, 
which can help the struggling nations 
out of itheir predicaments," Mr. Low- 
den declared. 

"It is a question of how long we 
we do not exercise just a little bit more 
shall he able to hold that influence if 
action and eschew our policy of 
splendid isolation. 

"Representatives of the nations in 
charge of the Rhincland territory look 
upon the time with fear and tremb- 
ling when the last American soldier 
vithdrawn from those parts. • 

! Yankee has created a feeling 
of good will among the Germans of 
that territory. The American flag 
Coblcnz is a symbol of safety 

i 



and peace in the occupied land. 

"Not only the French, English and 
Belgians, but also- the Germans want 
that flag to continue its guard over 
the territory." 

In speaking of the problems which 
face "the stalemcn of Europe, Mr. 
Lowdcn stated that those problems 
would be greatly minimized if the 
reparations, placed upon Germany, 
were revised within reason. 

He asserted that the present repara- 
tions could never be paid by Germany 
and that foreign exchange could not 
return to normal while such demands 
were diminished. 

Contrary to what is the general 
opinion of superficial observers in Eu- 
rope, France is nearer pre-war condi- 
tions than is its neighbor across the 
Rhine, according to Mr. Lowdcn. Sta- 
tistics show, he declared, that the ef- 
ficiency of the French workman has 
increased 100 per cent since the war, 
while that of the German workman 
has increased only 50 per cent., 

The cause for the comparatively 
slight increase in efficiency bf the 
German workman is • the tremendous 
depredation in their currency.. 

Mr. Lowden concluded his address 
by advocating an increase in the sal 
ary of our ambassadors, foreign min- 
isters and secretaries. 

"American representatives in for- 
eign countries can not compete with 
other representatives because they are 
not in the field for a -sufficient length 
of time to learn their trade. 

"The remunerations for their ser- 
vices arc not enough to allow the most 
capable man in thi scountry to enter 
the foreign semi"*-

Increased appropriations, amounting to 
$429,500 will he asked of the State Leg- 
slaturc for Iowa State diversity by the 
Board of Education in its reports to the 
Fortieth General Assembly this month 
The amount, which is described is the 
minimum that will be adequate to meet 
the actual needs of the ever growing stu- 
dent body and to allow the college to 
increase the scope of its work. 



The Pacific and Northwestern inter 
collegiate oratorical contest will be held 
on the O. A. C. campus this spring. The 
contests will be the winners of the state 
intcr-collcgiatc contests in Montana, 
Washington, Idaho, California and Ore- 
gon.

intending to spend thé winter in recruit- 
ing, and be ready for the attack in the 
spring. Alfred did not wait for the 
attack; he struck the first blow, and 
struck it by diverting the .waters of the 
Lea into three channels so that the Dan- 
ish ships were left high and dry inland, 
and the Danes themselves could only es- 
cape by flying across the enemy's coun- 
try. 

So long ago as 1424 provision was 
made by Parliament for the navigation 
of the Lea, and Elizabeth made that 
navigation better by the formation of a 
'new cut" from London to Ware, and 
10 years later the river was cleansed and 
widened as far as that town. The Star 
Chamber declared it to be free for barges 
and boats, and further improvements 
were made by the formation of new 
canals out of or into the river between 
Hertford and Bromley. 

It will be seen that the present work 
is only a continuation of what has been 
going on intermittently for more than 
500 years. Nine wooden locks and two 
bridges arc to be replaced, the former 
by concrete locks 14 feet wider, permit- 
ting the passage of larger boats, and the 
latter by larger spans, which, moreover, 
provide a wider roadway. The old 
English bridge at Walham Cross is one 
of those which is being emolishcd. Iron 
dams arc being placed in position 100 
yards on cither side of the bridges, to 
enable the river-bed to be pumped dry 
at these points. 

The effect of the whole work will be 
that the River Lea will be made wide 
enough to enable vessels of 100 tons to 
be navigated from London to Hertford 
Everything is to be finished by Christ- 
mas, and the river on which Alfred the 
^reat played "ducks and drakes" with 
the Danes so to speak, made more useful 
in the arts of peace than it has bewi at 
any time during the last 1000 years.

WIDENING RIVER LEA 



More than a thousand workmen arc 
at present engaged in a remarkable at- 
tempt to widen. 15 miles of the River Lea 
in a record time of four months so as 
to enable much larger vessels to pene- 
trate from the Thames as far as the 
county town of Hertford. Navigation 
will be closed on the upper part of the 
river, between Enfield Lock and Ware 
(famous in the ballad of "John Gil- 
pin") and because of the dislocation of 
both water and road traffic, gangs will 
work day and night. 

The River Lea is a trifling stream, 
even when compared to the Thames, but 
it has played- a notable part in the rough 
island story of England. There was 
a day when Alfred the Great captured 
London from the Danes, and afterward 
defeated them at Benflcct. But the 
Danes, if defeated, were not discour- 
aged, and in a further attempt to gain 
possession of London, they took a large 
flotilla of galleys up the River Lea to 
a stronghold in the forest about Ware, 



MISSUSED WORDS 



The decadence in style which is so ap- 
parent in nearly all modern writing, is 
naturally producing its effect upon every- 
day conversation. The intellect is sin- 
gularly receptive and imitative with a 
result that constant reading of phrases 
which contain words used in their wrong 
sense leads one unconsciously -to similar 
errors in his own spoken sentences. It 
is well therefore to pause for a mom 
cnt from time to time to refresh our ao 
uaintance with those fine distinctions, the 
observation of which stamps speaker or 
writer as one who respects the vehicle 
which conveys his thought. 

"Decided," . for instance, means 
"strong"; decisive" means "final"; 
decided opinion is uite different from 
a decisive opinion. "Each other" 
should never be used for "one another"; 
"guess" is loosely used for "suppose", 
"expect", or "intend", but is avoided by 
the best writers; "party" should never 
be used for "person"; "further" means 
"additional", "farther" refers to distance; 
"propose", meaning "to offer" should not 
be confused with "purpose", meaning "to 
intend"; "discover" is to find something 
which previously existed; "invent" is to 
produce, something for the first time; 
"locale" is a valgarism, when used for 
"settle"; "perception" means the inlet of 
all the materials of knowledge; "apper- 
ception" means the knowledge that one 
possesses these materials; a man with 
perception knows, a man with appercep- 
tion knows that he knows. 

Plurals of foreign words should be 
carefully ascertained. "Mcmorands", 
for instance, is plural, not singlar. Er- 
rors are often made in the tenses, neg- 
lecting the idea that the rime of the 
recorded action in the subordinate por- 
tion of a sentence is relative to the time 
of the principal clause; for example, in 
reply to a formal invitation, "Mr. John 
Smith regrets that a previous engage

EXCAVATION WORK 
IN EGYPT TO BEGIN 

Two members ol the Egyptian expe 
dition of the Metropolitan Museum o 
Arl of New Yorli sail from llosloii 
shortly on the While Star liner Cretic, 
for Naples whence they return to their 
concessions for excavating in Egypt, one 
.at Lishl, about .50 miles south of Cairo 
in the valley of Ihe Nile and the other 
within the necropolis of ancient Thebes 
on the western bank- of the Nile some 
500 miles south of Ihr Mediterranean. 

The Metropolitan Art Museum has 
enjoyed these concessions for excavating 
in the valley of the K li: for about Î5 
years and each /car since then has sen' 
cul ils expeditionary for cs. The prac- 
tice is for the excavator:! to work fro'n 
late autumn until the middle of the fol- 
owing spring and return to the. United 
Stales for the summer months. 

This year there will be seven or eight 
members in the expedition. The mem- 
hers leaving Boston will be joined in 
a few weeks by the remaining members 
of the party. This year the work will 
be al the tombs in the necropolis near 
the present Egyptian town of Luxor. 
The work of excavation is carried on 
about three miles hack from the batiks 
of the Nile as the ancient Egyptians 
built their temples and mausoleums on 
the edge of the desert and very often 
into the base of the lofty sandstone cliffs 
which rise from the boundaries of the 
narrow fertile strips of land which bor- 
der the hanks of Ihe river. 

So far the most popular of the Me- 
tropolitan Art Museum party's excava- 
tions have been the 20 lo 24 models of 
funerary found in the Thcban mauso- 
lcumns and which arc placed on exhibi- 
tion in New York in 1920. The expe- 
ditionary forces are required to leave 
with the Cairo museum one-half of all 
articles excavated. 



Midnight sessions are among the 
most enjoyable experiences in college 
life. No class room discussion can 
possibly take the place of the friendly, 
rambling, .--oui revealing sort of argu- 
ment that most of us carry in our 
memories as the choicest part of our 
undergraduate days.

ble impulses have full sway, when 
man nicets man without the deceiving 
mask of manner and custom, on a bas- 
is of complete acceptance and equal- 
ity. Thai is the lime when a man 
forgets that he has always considered 
it immodest to expose bis own feel- 
ings and beliefs, and when he speaks 

le thoughts that are in his mind 
with full assurance of understanding. 
That is the 'time when friends are 
made whom we mean lo keep through 
life. 

Filially, the conversation lags and 
dulls, and thcJiosI shows by nods and 
vawns that' he is sleepy, and be opens 
the door lo say "Good night," with a 
lack of politeness that at any other 
time would arouse resentment. One 
then lakes bis feel off the furniture 
and dumps the ashes from his pipe on 
the floor, departing to leave Ihe cool 
night wind to blow away the tobacco 
smoke, and the host lo snatch a few 
hours" sleep before daylight. 

The midnight lour is the supposed 
It is ihe couse in human psychology 
mythical education one gels from 
heart-to-heart contact w ith his fellows, 
thai is not based on scientific laws 
nor book theorems: it is the period of 
broadening one's mind, intellect, and. 
most of all. sympathy. If there is one 
thing in a college education that the 
commuter misses it is that learning 
acquired from midnight hours of dis- 
cussion confiding, and confession. Il 
is thai hour of life with one's asso- 
ciates that should make ihe parent and 
the students themselves realize what 
they are losing by living at home away 
from the atmosphere and contact of 
the human-feelings of the College. — 
Cail'oriiia Spectator.

Three years later, Ihe 
territory bad a bumper crop of OlIO bus- 
hels of grain. Last year, Ihe province 
produced more grain than all llie other 
provinces together with only one acre out 
of ten under cultivation. There is a 
similar growth in religious work and 
today Ihe Wesl has 2.-123 preaching sta- 
tions as compared with 2,124 iu the Last, 
and requires more. 

Dr. Oliver declared Hial the ecclesiasti- 
cal leaders iu the West had nol fostered 
Chinch Union bit) that it was the result 
of the rapid seulement, development ami 
problems of the country. Owing to 
Ihe fact that leaders were few, Ihe Church 
was very grateful lo Ilia great assistance 
received from students who unfortunately 
only gave about eighteen weeks of ibr 
year. In many communities, ihe, dif- 
ferent denominations worship loge I her in 
Ihe school bouse and when they can af- 
ford il in a little community church. 
As their srltlcim III j grow larger, they 
know of no reason for living lo build 
and maintain iwo or three other churches 
in the siiriii! place. Throiiglioill e\tcn- 
sivc districts, Ihere is 'therefore only one 
thriving Protestant Church at each 
poinl instead of Iwo or three struggling 
ones. 

"The Wcsj confidently exprcls that lift 
Presbyfcriiui Church docs what the Gen- 
eral Assenihy three lime;, and the Church 
twice agreed lo do." concluded I lie 
speaker . 

Priiicipal Oliver came Past eo address 
lb'- National Students' Conference al To 
ronlo, and declared (list) he was greatly 
inspired by Ihe assemblage of 700 repre- 
sentative stitdciils, with whom largely lay 
the future of the Dominion.
